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Report  of  Committee 


In  presenting  our  57th  Annual  Report  and  Balance  Sheet,  we 
have  to  record  with  regret  the  death  of  Sir  Arthur  Hurst  who  for  a 
number  of  years  has  been  associated  with  the  Hospital  as  Hon. 
Consulting  Physician,  and  Sir  Philip  Reckett,  for  many  years  a 
regular  and  generous  subscriber  to  the  Hospital  Funds. 

Thanks  to  the  kindness  of  Sir  Dymoke  White  and  Lady  White 
who  have  placed  accommodation  at  Southleigh  Park  at  our  disposal, 
we  have  now  been  able  to  re-open  the  Hospital  Annexe,  which  will  be 
of  considerable  help  in  carrying  on  our  work,  and  we  want  to  express 
very  grateful  thanks  to  Sir  Dymoke  and  Lady  White  for  their  invalu¬ 
able  assistance. 

Owing  to  the  change  in  the  War  situation  it  is  not  considered 
necessary  to  maintain  the  Shadow  Hospital  and  the  Joint  Committee 
will  take  the  necessary  steps  to  close  it.  We  would  again  record  our 
thanks  to  the  Hon.  Mrs.  Long  for  the  facilities  afforded  to  us. 

The  Hospital  Decontamination  Centre  continues  to  be  under  the 
supervision  of  Dr.  Hiscock,  to  whom  our  thanks  are  due. 

The  Hospital  has  received  very  generous  donations  during  the 
past  year  from  Sir  Dymoke  and  Lady  White,  the  Committee  of  the 
Westbourne  Home  Guard  Field  Dressing  Station  on  the  occasion  of 
the  “Stand  Down,”  and  others,  which  have  enabled  us  to  add  much 
needed  and  valuable  items  to  the  Surgical  equipment  of  the  Hospital. 

Considerable  expenditure  has  been  necessary  during  the  past 
year  in  connection  with  the  X-Ray  apparatus,  and  further  expendi¬ 
ture  is  probable  from  time  to  time,  as  it  is  essential  to  keep  this 
important  equipment  in  efficient  order.  A  number  of  instruments 
are  worn,  and  out  of  date,  and  their  replacement  will  become 
necessary. 

As  soon  as  conditions  permit,  and  labour  and  material  become 
more  easily  available,  it  will  be  necessary  to  undertake  the  re-decor¬ 
ation  of  the  Hospital,  both  internally  and  externally,  and  very  con¬ 
siderable  expenditure  will  thereby  be  invoved. 

From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  realised  that  very  heavy  expendi¬ 
ture  has  to  be  faced  in  the  relatively  near  future,  and  although  it  is 
no  part  of  the  policy  of  the  Committee  to  accumulate  large  reserve 
funds,  it  is  necessary  to  have  and  maintain  such  financial  resources  as 
will  enable  us  without  difficulty,  to  meet  all  the  expenditure  it  is 
necessary  to  incur  in  order  to  keep  the  Hospital  in  a  state  of  first 
rate  efficiency. 


National  Health  Service 

The  Government  White  Paper  on  the  proposed  National  Health 
Service,  so  far  as  it  affects  Voluntary  Hospitals  and  the  various 
Hospital  Contributory  Schemes,  has  the  earnest  attention  of  the 
British  Hospitals’  Association  and  its  various  area  Committees,  to 
which  thi  Hospital  is  affiliated. 

It  is  considered,  at  this  stage,  that  the  proposed  National  Health 
Service  will  adversely  affect  Voluntary  Hospitals  and  Hospital  Con¬ 
tributory  Schemes,  and  the  restriction  upon  the  freedom  and  privil¬ 
eges  of  the  individual  appear  to  the  Committee  very  undesirable. 

It  will  ultimately  be  for  the  benefactors,  representatives,  sub- 
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scribers.  and  supporters  of  the  Hospital  to  decide  whether  this 
Hospital  should  function  under  the  proposed  scheme  or  continue  as 
an  independent  and  self-supporting  charity. 

In-Patients.  The  number  of  In-Patients  during  the  year  was  334 
and  the  number  of  bed-days  5,185.  as  compared  with  329  and  5.141 
respectively  in  1943,  and  the  average  cost  per  bed  day  was  13/7.5 
compared  with  12/11.4. 

X-Ray.  The  number  of  X-Ray  Patients  during  the  year  was  801 
as  compared  with  972  in  1943  and  the  cost  per  case  was  14/8.75  as 
compared  with  11/0.5. 

Out-Patients.  The  Out-Patients  during  the  year  numbered  380. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Matron.  Nursing  Stall,  Domestic  Stall. 
V.A.D.  memoers.  Voluntary  members,  and  to  all  who  have  in  any 
way  agisted  in  the  Hospital,  and  to  our  Hon.  Medical  Staff,  Hon. 
Radiologist,  Hon.  Masseuse,  Hon.  Auditor,  H;n.  Architect  and 
Secretary. 

We  would  also  express  our  thanks  to  the  donors  of  gifts  and 
money,  to  our  Lady  Collectors,  organisers  of  the  Rose  Day  and 
Pound  Day.  the  organisers  of  the  Collecting  Boxes,  and  Silver  Paper 
Fund. 

We  trust  that  withh  the  Blessing  of  God.  our  work  may  continue 
to  progress  and  prosper  in  the  days  which  lie  ahead.
